THE MORMON LEADER SENDS A RIGHTEOUS DEFIANCE AND REBUKE TO THE 


GOVERNMENT. 


GOVERNOR YOUNG PROUCLAIMS 


TO THE PEOPLE THAT THEY 


ARE UNLAWFULLY INVADED, AND PLACES THE TERRITORY UNDER MARTIAL 
LIW. HIS LAST MESSAGE TO THE LEGISLATURE. 


(By Edward W. Tullidge.) 


The reader cannot fail to perceive 
that any overt act—-much less the ter- 
rible butchery at Mountain Meadows— 
was farthest from Brigham Young’s 
policy at that time, to say nothing of 
humanitarian considerations, There 
can be but one just view of that melan- 
choly event,—that it was an act of 
retaliation by the Indians; as it is a 
well-substantiated fact that that par- 
ticular company of emigrants had pur- 
— left poisoned meat at their camp- 

places, and had also poisoned certain 
springs of water, thereby causing the 

th of several Indians. It is alsoa 
fact that the Mormons urgently conn- 
seled those emigrants te take the 
northern route. to California, it being 
less likely to be infested by. hostile 
Indians. But they stnbbornly pursued 
their way by she southern route, and 
met the fate so much deplored. 

But, though Governor Leung wis 
aiming for some such consummation as 
that which came, he neither allowed 
himself nor his people to retreat a step 


from their chosen pesition. Indeed, in 
their stern fidelity to their cause was 
their only safety and successful out- 
come. The next day after the depar- 
ture of Van Vliet, the Governor issued 
the following proclamation, placing the 
Territory under ial law : 


Citizens of Utah: We are invaded 
by a hostile force, who are evidently - 
assailing us to accomplish our overthrow 
and destruction. 


For the last twenty-five years we 
have trusted official Government, from 
Constables and Justices to Judges, 
Governors, and Presidents, only to be 
scorned, held in derision, insulted, and 
betrayed. Our houses have been plun- 
dered and then burned, .our fields laid 
waste, our principal men batchered 
while under the pledged faith of the 
Government for their safety, and our 
families driven from their homes to find 
that shelter in the barren wilderness, 
and that protection among hostile, 


savages which was denied them in the 
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boasted: abodes of Christianity and 
civilization. 

The constitution of our common 
country guarantees to us all that we 
do now, or have ever, claimed. 

If the constitutional rights which 
pertain to us as American citizens were 
extended to Utah according to the 


spirit and meaning thereof, and fairly 


and impartially administered, it is all 
that we could ask—all that we ever 
asked. 

Our opponents have availed them- 
selves of prejudices existing against us 
because of our religious faith, to send 
out a formidable host to accomplisb our 
destruction. We have had no privi- 
lege, no opportunity of defending our- 
selves from the false, foul, and unjust 
aspersions against us, before the nation. 

The Government has not conde- 
ascended to cause an investigating com 
mittee or other persons to be sent to 
enquire into and ascertain the truth, 
as is customary in such cases. 

We know those expressions to be 
false, but that avails us nothing. We 
are condemned unheard, and forced to 
an issue with an armed mercenary mob, 
which has been sent against us at the 
instigation of anonymous letter- writers, 
ashamed to father the base, slanderous 
falsehoods which they have given to the 
— of corrupt officials who have 

rought false accusations against us to 
screen themselves in their own infamy ; 
of hireling priests and howling editors, 
who prostitut® the truth for filthy 
lucre’s sake. 

The issue which has been thus forced 
upon us compels us to resort to the first 
* law of self preservation, and stand 

our own defence, a right guaranteed 
te.us by the genius of the institutions 
ef our country, and upon which the 
Government is 

Our duty to ourselves, to our families, 
requires us not tamely to be driven and 
slain without an attempt to preserve 
ourselves. Our duty to our country, 
our holy religion, our God, to freedom 
and liberty, requires that we should 
not quietly siand still and see those 
fetters being forged which are calca- 
lated to enslave, and bring us in sub- 
jection to an unlawful military despot- 
ism, such as can only emanate, in a 
country of constitutional law, from 


usurpation, tyranny, and oppression. 
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Therefore, I, Brigham Young, Gover- 
nor, and Superintendent of Indian 
affairs for the Territory of Utah, in the 
name of the people of the United 
States in the Territory of Utah: 

1st.—Forbid all armed forces of every 
description from ooming into this Ter- 
ritory, under any pretence whatever. 

2d.—Order all the forces in said Ter- 
ritory to hold themselves in readiness 
to march at a moment’s notice to repel 
any and all such invasion. 

3d.—Martial law is hereby declared 
to exist in this Territory, from and 
after the publication of this proclama- 
tion, and no person shall be allowed to 
pass or re-pass into or through or from 
the Territory, without a permit from 
the proper officers. 

Given under my hand and seal at 
Great Salt Lake City, Territory of 
Utah, this 15th day of September, 
A. D 1857, and of the independence of 
the United States of America the 82d. 

(Signed) Youna.” 

In December following the Utah 
Legislature met. The members came 
together with the resolute bent of men 
who believed in the righteousness of 
their cause. On the first day of the 
session was duly presented, by Gover- 
nor Young, his last message. 

In the course of their session the 
Territorial Legislature passed a series 
of resolutions, which were embodied in 
a memorial to the President of the 
United States. 

The memorial set forth, in brief, 
their various grievances consequent 
upon the persecutions waged against 
them by the people of the various 
States in which they had lived, and the 
annoyances they had endured under 
the maladministration of corrupt Fede- 
ral officials, especially Judge W. W. 
Drummend, who was the immediate 
cause of the political agitation on Utah 
affairs. The memorial closed thus: 

W hereas, inour well-founded opinion, 
there are citizens of our Territory who 
are capable and henest, whose interest 
is identified with the people, whe 
desire the promotion of peace and the 
—— of the Territory and the 

nion; and 

Whereas, we have furnished our 
1 in Con the Hon. 
John M. Bernhisel, a list of names of 
certain citizens of this Territory, with 
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instructions to him to respectfully 
request the President of the United 
States to make the appointments for 
this Territory therefrom, or to select 
other citizens of this republic whose 
interests are and will be here, and 
somewhat identified with the growth 
and prosperity of the country: there- 
fore be it by the Governor and Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the Territory of Utah, 
in solemn assembly convened, and 
having the foregoing facts and sugges- 
tions under consideration, 

Reaolved, that, while we respect the 
General Government, and are at all 
times willing to observe the laws thereof, 
so far as they may be applicable to our 
condition, in our Territorial capacity, 
we will resist any attempts of Govern- 
ment officials to set at naught our Ter 
ritorial laws, or to impose upon us 
those which are inapplicable, and of 
right not in force in this Territory. 

Resolved, that, while we will seek to 
carry out the rules and regulations of 
the various departments of the General 
Government, as we invariably have, we 
will resist any attempt of any of its 
officers to bring us into difficulty, by 
misrepresentation or otherwise, with 
either of said departments of the Go- 
verument. 

Resolved, that we will maintain the 
constitution and laws of the United 
States, so far as they are applicable to 
our Territory, bat we will not tamely 
submit to being abused by the Govern- 
ment officials here in this Territory ; 
they shall not come here to corrupt our 
community, set at defiance our laws, 
trample upon the rights of the people, 
stir up the Indians and use the patron- 
age of the Government against as, as a 
people, by their false statements and 
misrepresentations ; or, if they do come 
and act in this manner, as has been 
done, we will send them away, asking 


no odds either of political demagogues rial 


or bigots ; for we well understand and 
know that neither the one nor the 
other is justified by the constitution 
and Jaws in thus trifling with the liber- 
ties of the people or trampling upon 
their rights. 

Resolved, that we are a portion of the 
great American Republic; that we have 
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rights civil, political, and religious, in 
common with the rest of the States and 
Territories; that those rights are as 
sacred to us as they are to any other 
people, and that it is the duty of the 
Government to protect us in the peace- 
ful enjoyment thereof, so far as it is in 
their power, and not to seek to annoy 
and distress us either with foreign 
appointments or by fastening upon our 
necks the yoke of tyranny and oppres- 
sion, thus depriving us of those rights 
of freedom pertaining to every repub- 
lican government, and held sacred by 
every State and Territory. 

Resolved, that we inherit from our 
fathers who declared that governments 
‘‘derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed,” the right to 
have a voice in the selection of our 
rulers, and that to deny that right is 
anti-republican and fraught with evil, 
not only to us who are unwisely and 
unjustly held in a Territorial capacity, 
but to every lover of American freedom. 

Resolved, that we desire to live in 
peace, and have ever done so, wheu let 
alone by our enemies; that we have 
sacrificed much to get out of their way, 
and that, if they follow us up, as in 
times past, to seek our destruction, we 
are ready and willing to sacrifice far 
more, rather than not be rid of them. 
They shall not live in our midst to plot 
treason against the Territory, and to 
bring against us the forces of the United 
States to our destruction. 

Resolved, that we eschew as evil, and 
utterly repudiate, all social intercourse 
with those officials who practice, under 
the garb of their official dignity, every 
species of iniquity ; also with the mur- 
dering thieves and vagabonds with 
whom such officials associate ; and they 
must and shall leave this Territory, so 
soon as they manifest themselves to be 
of the character set forth in this memo- 


Resolved, that we respectfully solicit 
the President of the United States to 
make the appointments to the offices of 
this Territory from among the citizens 
thereof, or else select other good citizens 
of this great republic, who will endeavor 
to promote the interests of the Terri- 
tory and become identified therewith.

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„ PALESTINE IN THE LIGHT OF MODERN RESEARCH.”

The Rev. Selah Merrill, who has 
been for some time in the employ of 
the American Palestine Exploration 
Society, and has become an acknow- 
ledged authority on all matters per- 
taining to the antiquities and present 
condition of the Holy Land, delivered 
an interesting lecture lately on the 
above subject, embodying the results 
of his own and the investigations of 
others bearing on the confirmation of 
Biblical statements in regard to that 
country. 

** Con to the general impres- 
sion entertained by such eminent men 
as Howe, Walpole, Voltaire, Gibbon, 
and others, that Palestine was ene of 
the poorest countries in the world, it 
was shown by the lecturer to be one of 
the most highly favored in regard to 
climate, scenery, and natural resources. 
In forty years Beirut has increased 
from 8,000 to 80,000 inhabitants. 
Orange groves exist twenty-five square 
miles in extent. There exist vast de- 
posits of coal, sulphur, bitumen, lead, 
copper, and salt, which would enrich 
the country if the government would 
allow them to be worked. Details 
were given showing that, in regard to 
climate and scenery, this land was 
unique. Many men in the past have 
had serious doubts as to the number of 
inhabitants which this land is said to 
have supported in ancient times. To 
throw light on this point, the speaker 
proceeded to give a summary of the 
evidence which modern researches have 
developed for the former fertility and 
prosperity of this region. All these 
researches have tended to corroborate 
the bistorical statements of the Bible. 
The fertile country east of the Jordan 
is not a mere belt of land bordering 
the Dead Sea and the river Jordan on 
the east, but embraces an area of some- 
thing more than six thousand square 


Firat were considered the different 
rsces that flourished here previous to 
the Moslem conquest in A.D. 635: 
Christians, Romans, Nabotheans, He- 
brews, Amorites, etc., and previous to 
them the Giants, of whose works 


some interesting Cyclopean remains 


still exist. This region was a tempting: 
object of conquest to the Assyrians, who. 
invaded it and carried off immense 
spoil, as many as eight times previous. 
to the year 600 B.C. The ruins which 
dot the surface of the country in all 
directions were another evidence. The 
speaker had visited and examined sixty 
ruined churches, thirteen theatres. 
One of the latter, that at Rabbath 
Ammon, would actually seat ten thou- 
sand people. The vide spread Chris- 
tian influeuce, as indicated by the fact 
that Bozrah, Damascus, Scychopolis, 
and Retza had respectively 17, 12, 17, 
and 23. bishops subject to their arch- 
bisho was another evidence, also 
the fact that five hundred miles of 
Roman roads nad been discovered, 
connecting all the important centres 
with the seaboard. These roads were 
built upon honor, and are striking 
monuments of the energy of the Roman. 
people. Another evidence is the in- 
scriptions, which throw a flood of light 
upon the religion, government, and 
social life of the different people occur 
pying that region in former times. An 
important evidence is the remains of 
an ancient, complete, and perfect sys- 
tem of irrigation. Sa far as the capa- 
cities of the soil are concerned, the 
speaker thought the number of inha- 
bitants, as given in ancient records, 
might accepted as perfectly trust- 
worthy. But wherever Arab or Turk. 
treads, there follows, sooner or later, 
material ruin and death. Under 
Turkish rule Palestine is now practi- 
cally a desert. The government robs. 
its subjects of the best they have and 
makes no return. Agriculture, mini 
and other industries are discouraged. 
Lord Stratford de Redcliffe was quoted 
as showing the terrible aspect which 
the Turkish dominions present to the: 
eye of the traveler,” The invasion of 
the Moslem horde into these fair and 
sacred lands was the invasion of death. 
The lecturer described a ruined city 
which he had visited in the desert 
sixteen miles southwest of Bozrah, 
which appears to have remained as it 
was left at the time of the Moslem 
conquest. Here are houses, churches, 
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courts, etc., many of which are in 
good preservatien. The place has no 
inhabitants. Two aveaues run through 
the city, one of which is one hundred 
and the other one hundred and fifty 
feetin width. Previous to the speaker’s 
visit to this spacious city, the place 


had been visited by but two Europe- | 


ans. As an entire lecture had been 
devoted to the indentification of Bibli. 
cal and other ancient sites, only a few 
examples were given here. One of 
these was Horonaim, and the other 


was the discovery of a large sea north 


of the Arnon called S’fah, which cor- 
responded to the Hebrew word Sufah, 
which the commentators and transla- 
tors of the Bible had incorrectly re- 
ferred to the Red Sea. Edrel, the 
capital of King Og, was described, and 
the vast underground city which exists 
there was explored. Tishbi, the home 
of Elijah, was described as facing 
Nazareth, the home of Christ, across 


the chasm of the Jordan valley. 
Bethany, the place of Christ’s ascen- 
sion, was visible from the Shittim 
plain, where the law was repeated, 
and from Nebo, the place of the de- 
parture of Moses. These coincidents 
were interesting to the Christian. 

The Hebrews’ appreciation of nature 
was intense and delicate. Christ and 
the writers of the New Testament 
shared in this feeling, especially John, 
whose great white throne” — ** pure 
river of water of life proceeding from 
it, and before it a sea of glass,“ 
may have been suggested by the Sea 
of Galilee, the Jordan entering it from 
the north, and Hamon’s white dome 
rising ten thousand feet above the 
lake, and only thirty miles distant 
from it. The lecture closed with an 
eloquent prophecy of the future re- 
demption of the country from its pre- 


sent desolation.— American paper.

()) land to avoid the consequences of 
cohabitation, to prevent that increase 
which is one of the primal objects of 
the institution of marriage. Consult 
physicians and physiologists on the 
nervous and other disorders to which 
women living in monogamic marriage 
are a prey, and get them to state 
truthfully the cause. Find out the 
secret patrons of the maison de joie and 


the haunt of the harlot, and learn that | 
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they are chiefly married men. Hear

who have been identified with the 
Church for subsequently severing their 
connection with it is that they have 
‘‘outgrown Mormonism.”

Next to saving men and women from the religious traditions and systems of 
men, is the necessity for saving them from their political and social systems 
also. This is what the gathering was instituted to effect, and most of our 
converts would lapse eventually by force of surroundings, and the pressure of 
Gentile life, had not gathering been a well understood preventive and preserva- 
tive in the economy of the Gospel. 

In all the ministrations of the Elders, the necessity and advantages of this 


movement should be uppermost ; their counsel should supplement the monitions 


of the spirit, which in every honest and faithfal convert springs to an unbidden 
life, then every impulse quickens to this movement, and the spiritual preceptions 
tremble to its purpose as the needle trembles to the magnet. In the early 
experience of the Church in these lands, this was a revelation before it was 
revealed, and it was testimony to the Elders befere it was part of their 
proclamation. 

In gathering a people from among mankind by simple baptism and Church 
organization, experience proves that the spirit of the new convert becomes 
occasionally subject to its beforetime influences, and is more or less controlled 
by associations, as well as tradition and training; and this is best, were we 
subject continually to the overpowering influence of the spirit,—were our 
judgments captive, and all the normal faculties of the individual superseded— 
we should partake more or less of the nature of machinery,—governed by an 
outside force ; hence probably after the first flush of our experience the spirit 
is measurably withdrawn, we are partially left to ourselves, in order that our 
agency may be honored, and our development be secured ; we are more likely 
thus to seek the Lord—to turn unto Him with full purpose of heart, and to 
seek for His Spirit, that it may ‘‘help our infirmities,” and be an aid in our 
onward progress in the things of the kingdom of God. By a continued 
experience we, if faithful, woo to ourselves as a constant companion this divine 
and promised spirit; it comes to us as a welcome guest and finds a peaceful 
home ; and then, when with more matured strength, we may be subject to the 
powers of darkness,” crying, My God, my God, why hast Thou forsaken 
me ;” we are cognizant of an inward seeking, not my will, but Thine be done!“ 

On the other hand, we may by negligence (even after a gladsome morning of

experience) grieve the spirit, and so lose its promptings, and become indifferent 
in regard to our progress in the things of God, hanging on to the work, it is 
true, but without energy and without self-help. When this condition is 
reached, gathering presents innumerable difficulties, personal and family wants 
become pressing, and all our earnings melt away in gratifying tastes, appetites, 
and notions which otherwise woald be held in strict subjection. Now if it 
could be impressed upon those who feel gathering to be so difficult and great a 
thing, that every pint of fourpenny” would pay for three miles of travel, 
that every ounce of tobacco will pay for four and a-half miles of travel, and 
that every ounce of poor tea would pay for a couple of miles in gathering, and 
that many a sixpence is wasted which means nine miles on the homeward trip, 
surely there would be more economy than we now perceive, and gathering become 
much more easy than we imagined. Most of the Elders, from Utah, too, are 
men of experience, men who have been engaged in many a well-fought fight 
with necessity and desire, and have won the victory over both, and this 
experience should help them to beeome saviors of men, and in this capacity 
they are the real and sincere friends of the Saints, and it will pay them every 
time to give these brethren their confidence, and through this confidence many 
a hint or item of counsel would be given which would tend to prudence, 
economy, and thrift. This system of buying from hand to mouth, of keeping 
a little corner shop account, of being the debtor to travelling packmen or 
peddlers, of ranning with every whim of fancy or trifling necessity to the 
pawnshop, of using beer, tobacco, and tea continually, is all demoralizing, and 
these facilities tempt continually the class to which as a rule the Saints belong. 
It is observable, also, that every now and again those who have deposits in this 
office (gathered, may be, after some denial) very often send in their receipts for 
redemption on some emergency or probable speculation, when a little counsel 
would suggest,—wait, try some other plan, or do not engaye in this; leave 
your money where it is. To see to this is the duty of the Elders, and it would 
be a good thing if the Saints would never withdraw a penny only with their 
consent, or after counsel with them; it is presumable even that many a 
difficulty could be tided over, if confidence could only bloom and fruit in action. 

There is also a good deal said about hard times; and the impossibility of 
meeting the expenses of the Conferences agitates some of the brethren, and it 
may appear at times rather crowding upon the Saints to have to minister to 
the Elders, and to do anything towards their emigration at the same time. 
Under these circumstances it will become the Elders to be easily satisfied, and 
when they know that all is being done for them that can be done, to leave their 
blessing upon the Saints, and encourage them in every duty, and to fulfil every 
call,—times are hardly likely to improve, the prophesies are being fulfilled, 
and difficulty and sorrow will stare every nation in the face; and the real 
result of ‘‘ the signs of the times” should be to make the Saints more diligent 
in every direction, to neglect no duty, to be prompt in Tithing, &c., that they may 
be prepared and entitled to the blessing. It is just as desirable also that the 
Elders practise economy as it is that the people do so,—expenses will have to 
be watched, not in a spirit of narrowness, but so that everything is made to 
count; it is not much of the Tithing that reaches headquarters; some think 
this unnecessary, others forget it, but the office must be sustained, and it would 
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be a matter of satisfaction if a little. more reached here yet, and this can only 
be done in the direction indicated; if the authorities in Zion are successful in 
collecting the emigration accounts yet due, the probability is, that the number 
of British Saints will be still further decreased, even until the Mission has 
accomplished all the Lord intends. 

In any events the Saints are always safe in attention to duty, the Elders are 
always safe in the same channel, and in their ministry and calling gathering 
follows baptism, as blessing follows Tithing ; and it is the office and duty of 
this ministry to encourage the Saints, to aid them in the practice of economy, 
to vigilantly gaurd every interest, whether such interest may be considered 
secular or religious ; also to promote and encourage what might be considered 
self-denial, so as by gathering to secure the salvation of the body, which in 
this dispensation is running parallel with the salvation of the soul !

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE.

Elder A. B. Dunford writes from New Tupton, Derbyshire, Nov. 23rd, as 
follows :— 


After seeing off the last company of Saints, and enjoying my short visit at 
42,“ I returned to Sheffield, when our President, A. mith, gave myself 
and brother Warren some good advice, at the same time stating that he would 
like us to move out and visit places we had not done before, so we decided not 
to call at the Conference house only once ina while. Brother Smith started 
me out alone in the southern portion of the Conference. For a time I missed 
the society ef our ex-Prest., W. C. A. Smoot, with whom I traveled up to 
his departure. My aim is never to be alone, I desire the Spirit of the Lord 
to be with me at all times. While out, I visited places which I never saw 
before, where I got in cempany with strangers, and talked with them about 
the principles of the everlasting Gospel until eleven, twelve, and sometimes 
one o’clock in the morning. I felt well, happy, and contented, as I always de 
when I can get people to fisten to what I have te say. When passing through 
the fields, I have stopped and conversed with people (those who would listen,) 
upon the principles of our holy religion. In one village I tried several places 
to get a room to hold meeting in, but without success—they said they did not 
want to hear a ‘‘ Mormon” preacher. The Saints as a rule, in this part of the 
country, are awake to their religion, they are feeling well, and striving to leave 
the land of their nativity, so as to gather with the Saints to Zion. While tra- 
veling alone I baptized two, and re-baptized five. To my surprise and delight, 
last Saturday brother Warren called where I was—we shall now travel together 
for a short time. Last Sunday I baptized four and re-baptized two. I am 
thankful to my heavenly Father that I am here on a mission, fishing for the 
souls of men, for a few nibble at the bait, and now and then one gets caught. 
Yet how true it is, that now is but like the gathering of grapes when the 
vintage is done.”

Having just come in from a trip out 
‘Barnsley way,” to attend to some 
matters of business preparatory to get- 
ting out our monthly report, I felt 
prompted to drep a few lines to say 
that we, the Elders of this Conference, 
are well, and trying to be alive to the 
interests of our mission. Oct. 16th, 
the day that Prest. Smoot left us for 
Liverpool on his way to Zion, my 
brother Warren and I left Sheffield 
together for an out through the Con- 
ference ; went to Kilnhurst, where we 
held the four meetings last summer, 
preaching to audiences of strangers 
numbering from 50 to 300 and upwards. 
Subjects: First two nights, the first 
principles of the Gospel,—Faith, Bap- 
tism, etc., with our earnest testimon 
thereto, and the gathering of Israel. 
Third night: Rise of the Ohurch, 
Divine Authenticity of the Book of 
Mormon, with Scriptural proofs, things 
in general in regard to Utah, and 
the characters of Joseph Smith and 
Brigham Young. Fourth night: Poly- 
gamy (at the urgent request of the 
people), npon which I spoke one hour. 

he people do not feel willing to first

engaged a large hall in the same place, 
and advertised a meeting with a view 
to follow up our former work.

direction and labored alone, but for 
some time past brother Warren has 
been with him, and I have been alone. 
Neither of them have been to Sheffield 
for over six weeks, thus clearing the 
Conference House” entirely of Elders, 
except as I alone have come in to 
make out my reports. They are now 
out“ Chesterfield way.” I have just 
read the Editorial in the Star of the 
19th inst., The Winter Campaign,” 
the sentiments and spirit of which I 
appreciate and fully endorse, and shall 
to the best of my ability carry the same 
into effect. rathfully the saying, 
He who waiteth to be commanded in 
all things is an unprofitable servant.” 
I am pleased to know that, in part, we 
caught the spirit thereof before we 
it, and have for weeks past tried 

to make opportunities to get at the 
stranger, heve repeatedly sent notices 
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ahead of us to the Saints of our 2 
requesting them to invite in not only 
our people, but those not of us, aud 
all whe would wish or that could be 
induced to come and hear us, and on 
many occasions one or more strangers 
have thus heard us, and often have we, 
“‘ modestly, yet kindly,” invited our. 
selves to visit their homes,” Ko., and 
once in a great while we have got 
access to a person in that way. I 
always carry in my satchel a dozen or 
more assorted tracts, Stars, &., for 
disposal, occasionally sell one, and not 
unfrequently succeed in getting some 
person to accept one gratis. We hope 
to know and do our duty, and to report 
from time to time our doings, not with 
a desire to be first to say that we are 
leading out,” or ‘‘to sbow that our 
Conference House is clear of Elders,” 
nor that with us the winter cam- 
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ign” is *‘ inaugurated,” but that you 
~ know of our whereabouts, — 
&c. I was pleased to read in the late 
Stars the letters from our former co. 
laborers upon the Sandwich Islands, 
viz., Elders Richards and Molen. The 
brought to mind scenes that you and 
have experienced together upon those 
far-off isles many years ago.

MINUTES OF A DISTBICT MEETING, 
MELD IN THE PUBLIC HALL, HUTCHINSON STREET, WIDNES, NOV. 1], 1877.

10.30 a. m. 

Meeting was called to order by 
Prest. Barratt. ‘‘The time is nigh,” 
etc., was sang. Prayer by Elder 
Robert Gill. Singing, ‘‘ Great is the 
Lord,” ete, 

Prest. Barratt said the object of 
these meetings was to bring before 
the people the principles of truth, and 
then introduced 

Elder Naisbitt, who, said: I have no 
pa interest to serve in coming 

ere to preach the Gospel, yet our 
people must be well satisfied with the 
religion we teach to meet the frowns of 
the world, and the persecutions of the 
wicked. The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints commenced with 
six members, and it would be unfair to 
infer that it was incorrect or untrue 
on that account. The Gospel was 
just as true when Christ was crucified, 
and when Paul was put to death, as it 
was before. Steam was a great in. 
vention, and great dissatisfaction was 
manifested by the laboring classes 
when it was introduced ; but through 
the cultivation of intelligence this 
feeling gave way. So with ‘‘ Mormon- 
ism,” it has been misrepresented, and 


that, too, by paid students of the Bible 
more than by free thinkers. The Bible 
is a record of the foundations of reli- 
gion. The Latter-day Saints believe 
in God, and in the New and Old Testa- 
ment. I was taught to believe in 
these in my youth ; I drank it in as it 
were with my mother’s milk. The 
teachers of the day are right in saying 
Jesus died for the sins of the world; 
so far we run together, but when we 
get farther along we diverge. Jesus 
laid down certain principles by which 
man must be governed in order to 
salvation in the kiagdom of God. 
Men yield obedience to the laws of 
man, in order that they may be free 
in the governments which are insti- 
tuted. If men with their wisdom can 
form laws and government, can not 
Jesus with bis superior wisdom form 
laws and government, through which 
every man who yields obedience can 
obtain the blessings of that system. 

this nation should send ambassadors 
to other nations, and they reject these 
officers, the whole nation sending 
them would feel insulted ; the repre- 
sentatives would be ordered home, and 
war would probably be declared. So 
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with the Gospel of Jesus, when he 
sends his servants to proclaim the 
Gospel, and these servants are rejected 
by the people, he orders them home, 
and war is declared until satisfaction 
isgiven. If Jesus had noauthority to 
lay down laws and rules to govern his 
Church, then it will make no differ- 
ence to us what we believe. In our 
local affairs, laws are made for the 
people, and these laws have to be 
complied with, if it is nothing more 
than for muzzling dogs; the dogs have 
to be muzzled. Did Jesus establish 
the Roman Catholic Church? The 
Protestants say it is the whore of all 
the earth. If this is so, perhaps the 
Church of England is the right one. 
Let us see if it is organized after the 
pattern Jesus gave. Englishmen beast 
of being plain 4 calling a spade 

and, es, Fropheta, etc. oO. 
It is not the “ hure of God.” If 
Jubn Wesley had authority from God 
to establish a Church, then woe unto 
all these who reject his counsel. 
Jesus came not to do his own will,” 
but the will of his Father in heaven ; 
he was baptized in Jordan to fulfil all 
righteousness. If he had rejected 
baptism, he would have “ rejected the 
counsel of God” against himself, as 
did the Scribes and Pharisees who 
rejected the baptism of John. How 
can people expect to get the blessings, 
if they fail to comply with the —— 
laid dowu! Had Jesus no more in- 
telligence than to place an ordinance 
in his Church, to be accepted or re- 
jected at will by men, and yet they 
enjoy the blessings? Is taking a little 
water in your hand and sprinkling it 
in a child’s face, baptism?

service and value. The power of God 
was made manifest through these men. 
If societies had grown up around the 
Christians in those days, not having 
these officers and signs, would they not 
have been rejected? Now apply this 
in our own day. Nothing kant of 
ou cannot run a steam- 
ship on these canals, nor cars on the 
water; so with the ordinances of 
religion, they are adapted to the pur- 
pose intended. Try the churches b 
this rule, and see if they tally wit 
the primitive Church. Can you find 
one? I can, and that is ‘‘ Mormon- 
ism ;” it is like the primitive Church 
in all its bearings and its organization, 
an organization that is repudiated by 
all the ministers of the land. Is not 
that strange? Will not the churches 
which are not of God, in bis own 
time, pass away like the snow- flakes in 
a noon-day sun?

The Latter- 
day Saints. Not the educated, not 
the learned, but men taken from your 
coal pits, workshops, mills, etc. Should 
this militate against them?

The people in the days 
of Noah (by giving way to this spirit 
of self-will,) became very wicked, and 
God in his mercy raised up a Prophet, 
and sent him with a special message 
to that generation; he warned them 
against following after the imagina- 
tions of their own hearts, as by 80 
deing they had wandered from God. 
He declared that he was sent with a 
message of life to them, and that they 
must accept it, or God would bring 
upon them judgments; but in their 
self-importance they rejected the mes- 
sage of this Prophet, and the Lord 
sent the flood upon them. There was 
a way that seemed right unto them, 
but the end thereof was death. Ano- 
ther instance of this spirit being made 
manifest was when the Lord raised up 
Moses, and sent him forth to the rulers 
of Egypt, desiring permission to bring 
the 9 of Israel out from bon- 
dage, from under the heavy burden of 
their Egyptian task masters. But the 
rulers felt this spirit of self-will, they 
would not yield obedience to the word 
of the Lord threugh the man God 
raised up; yet Moses, by the power 
of God, led the children of Israel 
from their bondage, and divided the 
waters until they passed through dry 
shod. But there was a way that 
seemed right to these self willed 
Egyptians, and they followed after the 
Prophet, but the end thereef was 
death. Another remarkable instance 
of this spirit was at the time when 
Jesus tabernacled in the flesh. The 
people of Judea, and the region round 
about, having a way of their own, had 
established different forms of worship. 
When Jesus made them the offer of 


bis Gospel, and told them that their 
worship was not accepted of God, they 
would have their Own way, and the 

did not rest until they had crucified 
the Son of God to the cross. The 
result of this was the destruction of 
their beautiful city, and the death 
and misery of many thousands. There 
was a way that seemed right unto 


them, but the end thereof was death. 


He spoke of the condition of the 
— generation, in regard to their 
orms of worship. Queted Mark xvi. 
15, showing the message Jesus gave to 
his Apostles, and the signs which 
should follow them that believe—the 
sick should be healed, devils cast ont, 
etc. Jesus said to Nicodemus, ‘‘ Except 
a man be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of Heaven,” and he must 
be born of water and the spirit, or 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
Heaven.”

preach any other doctrine (Gospel) 
unto you, let him be accursed.” He
